JOHN RIDINGTON 


Again it is our privilege to present to our 
readers a prominent Canadian librarian, 
John Ridington, librarian since 1915 of the 
University of British Columbia, now at its 
new location in the outskirts of Vancouver. 
This University was organized in 1915, so 
has never had but one librarian. 

Mr. Ridington had an interesting approach 
to his life work, through journalism and 
teaching. For fourteen years he taught, 
seven in London, England, and seven in 
Manitoba, Canada. In 1896 he bought a 
country newspaper in Carberry, Manitoba, 
and after seven years sold out and joined the 


- staff of the Manitoba Free Press in 1903, 


where he stayed seven years, until, in 1909, 
an advantageous business offer led him to 
forsake journalism. He came to British 
Columbia in 1914. 

There in Vancouver he was appointed 
librarian of the University in 1915, and has 
thus developed that important library from 
the beginning including the planning and 


erection of the new library building out at 
Point Grey, the new location of the Univer- 
sity. 

The British Columbia Library Association 
has twice elected Mr. Ridington president, 
as has also the Pacific Northwest Library 
Association, which covers the five north- 
western states of the United States of 
America, British Columbia, and Alaska. 

In 1932 he was president of the Canadian 
Library Association, and in 1934 president 
of the Canadian Library Council. As a 
member of the Canadian Library Commis- 
sion a report was made by him in 1933 —a 
general survey of the library situation in 
Canada. This study was made possible by 
a grant from the Carnegie Corporation of 
New York. His report is called “Libraries 
in Canada: A Survey.” 

Mr. Ridington is one of the three members 
of the Provincial Library Commission of 
British Columbia. He has written much 
for the library press of library work, and 
attended many library conventions, being 
present at Denver A. L. A. Convention in 
June, 1935. 

To quote from a recent letter he is ‘“‘an 
amateur artist, a fair bridge player, and a 
rotten golfer.”

MAGAZINE NOTES 


American Sociological Society, Publications is a 
quarterly for members, but others subscribing may 
only receive the one issue of each year containing their 
proceedings. So no. 3 of 1935 is the only issue avail- 
able to the public, nos. 1, 2, and 4 being only little 
pamphlets for members. 

etc. Etcetera is the rather intriguing name of a new 
monthly in the “digest” field. This time it is all in 
German and issued by the German Publishing Co. of 
Troy, N. Y. etc. condenses articles from ‘‘all the 
important German periodicals.” March, 1936, is 
vol. 1, no. 1, 25c a copy, $2.50 yearly. The type used 
is a very legible boldface Roman, very easy on the 
eyes. 

Harper's Monthly, with March, 1936, changes its 
size to one slightly larger. This is in consideration of 
its advertisers, allowing a larger plate to be used. 
We regret exceedingly that such a change should be 
made in the middle of a volume, for many libraries 
still bind Harper's Magazine, and it will now be

difficult to bind vol. 172. One reason for our grief is 
that only yesterday, we received the American Stand- 
ards Association Recommended Practice for Reference 
Data for Periodicals adopted after much discussion, 
and after a canvas of publishers, and deliberation by 
a committee of librarians. — This code says, ‘‘ change 
size of a magazine at the beginning of a volume.” 


Major Bowes’ Amateur Magazine is a new monthly 
of more than usualinterest. It is profusely illustrated 
with pictures of stars and amateurs, and stories of 
their rise to fame, on good paper, mostly rotogra- 
vure. 25c a copy, $2.50 a year, vol. 1, no. 1, March, 
1936. 

Planning and Civic Comment, the successor of City 
Planning, can only be had by buying a membership 
in the American Planning and Civic Association (for- 
merly American Civic Association and National Con- 
ference on City Planning) at $5.00 the year, which in- 
cludes also a copy of the annual American Planning 
and Civic Annual. Owing to the U. S. Postal regula- 
tions it is, say the publishers, necessary to print $3.00 
as the subscription price of Planning and Civic Com- 
ment. But no subscriptions at that price will be 
taken. Isn’t it a strange law that compels such a 
false statement to be made? ‘Baked beans at 25c 
a plate,”’ but none sold except for 40c including plum 
pudding, would be just as silly. 

Roads and Streets. With the passage of the new 
reciprocity law with Canada — effective January 1, 
1936 — Canadian tariff duty on American periodicals 
was taken off. Roads and Streets having added 50c 
a year to cover this, has now reduced its price to 
Canada to $2.50, the old rate, but the publisher takes 
the stand that all 1936 subscriptions paid before 
January 1, 1936, will get no 50c refund, while all paid 
after January 1, may benefit by the reduction. A 
most peculiar decision! 

Talks, a quarterly digest of addresses of diversified 
interest broadcast over the Columbia Network. Vol. 
1, no. 1, January, 1936. 41.00 a year. 

The popularity of Vital Speeches has apparently 
produced an imitator in Talks, a new quarterly of the 
“digest” size. It gives short, pithy articles never 
over a few pages each, and this first issue has but 
60 pages, and twelve subjects covered. There is no 
advertising. 

Vanity Fair ended its separate existence with Feb- 
ruary, 1936, and subscribers to it will receive either 
Vogue or House and Garden to fill out unexpired sub- 
scription period.

KELLOGG, LOUISE P. The British régime in Wis- 
consin and the Northwest. This is vol. 2 of the 
“History Series,” publications of the Wisconsin State 
Historical Society. 

A very interesting account of the early days when 
British and French traders and trappers were hoping 
to control the land, 1760-63; the Treaty of Peace of 
1762, and the pacification of the Northwest, 1764-67. 
There are twenty chapters in this book, covering the 
State history down to 1815, after the close of the War 
of 1812, when British régime of sixty-five years ended.

MUDGE, ISADORE G. Guide to reference books; 
6th edition. 

This is one of the most useful books a library can 
own. In 1902 Miss Kroeger, head of the Drexel In- 
stitute Library School, in Philadelphia, issued the 
first edition. Annual supplements were printed in 
Labrary Journal, 1903-1907, and a second edition came 
out in 1908 (just before Miss Kroeger’s death in 1909). 
The A. L. A. having published the first two editions 
arranged with Miss Mudge to supplement the second 
edition which she did in 1909-10, 1911-13, and then 
seven informal annual supplements appeared in 
Library Journal, 1910-16. The third edition was 
published in 1917, fourth edition 1923, fifth edition

Now we have the sixth edition, in the same form and 
arrangement, but with some new sections added, as 
for example: Encyclopedias, Dictionaries. The Lit- 
erature Section has been extensively rearranged to a 
classification by language. The section on ‘‘Union 
Lists of Periodicals’ has been largely rewritten. This 
volume is primarily a guide to the use of books found 
in libraries, rather than a list of new reference books. 
Many of those listed are out-of-print, but are included 
because they still serve a use in library reference work. 
A careful perusal of this sixth edition will show what 
an immense amount of labor has been expended upon 
it, and one marvels at the fullness with which it covers 
its chosen field, and the ease with which required 
‘tools’ can be found, and the extremely useful anno- 
tations provided — a great help in choosing the work 
best fitted to solve one’s present problem. There are 
over 4,000 titles, in more than thirty languages, in 
this momentous bibliography.

Mr. Pearson has not issued a book for more than 
five years, but now returns to his special field again, 
with the stories of twenty-three murders, as well as 
seven chapters about lesser crimes, etc. The chapters 
are reprinted, somewhat changed or amended, from 
articles in Vanity Fair, New Yorker, Liberty, Mystery. 
A very entertaining book, as are all of Mr. Pearson’s 
writings.

RANGANATHAN, S. R. Library administration, 
with a foreword by R. Littlehailes. 

This rather formidable book is no. 5 of the ‘‘ Publica- 
tion series of the Madras (India) Library Association.” 
It is compiled by the University Librarian of Madras 
University Library, who is also secretary of the Ma- 
dras Library Association. Here is a book, full of meat 
for the Indian librarian, but covering 673 pages of 
print. The chapter on ordering periodicals by sub: 
scription is based on the author's three-card system of 
checking, and buying through an agency is frowned 
upon as leading to undue trouble and difficulties. 
We doubt if it is any harder to supply magazine sub- 
scriptions to India than to England or France, and 
surely a saving could be made through any reliable 
agency. The book has four parts: I, Ground work; 
II, Distinctive Library Functions; III, General Office 
Functions: IV, The End and Index.

This book is a report of the results of a five-year 
demonstration plan adopted in 1929, 1930, 1931, by 
the Rosenwald Fund, furnishing eleven counties in 
seven southern states with funds to supplement local 
appropriations. Now we have an evaluation of this 
experiment, undertaken by the Graduate Library 
School of the University of Chicago. All the libraries 
helped were visited and studied, and similar county 
libraries were visited in California, New Jersey, and 
the middle west. The book has ten chapters, also a 
bibliography and index, and 49 plates or tables. The 
chapters cover: Southern background; General or- 
ganization of the libraries; Internal administration; 
Use of the libraries; Reading of books from all 
sources; Reading of periodicals; Cooperation of 
public library and school; Financing the library; Re- 
gional and state developments; Conclusions and 
recommendations.
